T T HAT, IN EACH human be- 

VV ing, is the breaking point? 

At which point does a man 
finally make the choice between be¬ 
ing a man and being a husband?

brightly and reassuringly. George was always there to 
reassure Dinah. Sometimes, their friends wondered 
how long it had been since he had been there for any¬ 
thing else. 

A typical Dinah-to-George quote in a leading maga¬ 
zine reads, happily, “He’s amazingly versatile. He built 
our whole house himself, with only two carpenters to 
help him; and he runs a successful furniture factory 
out in the San Fernando Valley, where he turns out 
antique reproductions that are comfortable and are 
made of wood hand-rubbed until it glows.” 

The man of whom Dinah is speaking is, of course, a 
man who liked to think of himself as an actor. Maybe 
not a very good actor, but someone who was in there 
trying, and who has not done too badly financially. 
Granted, his TV series, “Cimmaron City” did not do as 
well as either he or his sponsor had hoped it would, 
but he is still drawing TV residuals that would keep 
the average family in steak if not in mink. He also 
has fifty picture credits, and was making a movie in 
the Phillipines when Dinah decided to lower the boom 
as a result of a romance with Israeli actress, Ziva Ro- 
dann. 

Of it all, Ziva yawned and said, “He was only helping 
me buy a vicuna coat. Of course I want a husband, but 
my own, not Dinah’s.” 

“She Was Flabbergasted!" 

The decision was made just before Dinah’s live TV 
spectacular, which followed the demise of her “Chevy” 
show, and news of the break—which surprised no one 
but, possibly, George and Dinah—was withheld for 
twenty-four hours so that Dinah might not be “upset” 
before show time. 

“Dinah Shore is ambitious and often aggressively 
so,” remarked one syndicated columnist in what must 
stand as the understatement of the year. Dinah Shore 
not only is a perfectionist of the first water who drives 
herself relentlessly, she is a young woman with a talent 
for making other people’s decisions for them. “Guests,” 
remarked a “Look” article on the star, “are often 
amazed at Dinah’s polishing process.” 

One such “polishing process” floored and could seri¬ 
ously have harmed, another singing star named Jane 
Powell. Jane was guesting on Dinah’s show when Dinah 
“got the idea” for a goodnight song after the dress re¬ 
hearsal. “It was a tune we’d sung earlier in the show,” 
said Dinah dismissingly of this, “so we put it in, and it 
rounded off the show nicely. But I remember Jane 
Powell saying, “We haven’t even rehearsed it!” 

Recalls Dinah, “She was flabbergasted—” as well 
she might have been! “and I wouldn’t have blamed 
her if she never forgave me, but it seemed perfectly 
normal to me.” 

About as normal, one would guess, as assuming that

a man who has become an important, respected star in 
his own right, should hear himself being boasted of as 
a sort of glorified carpenter! 

“Dinah is warm and friendly,” recalls a friend, “but 
she also demands and gets the best from others and is 
even more demanding of herself. If you deliver, she is 
eternally grateful. If you say, ‘Sorry, kid, but this is the 
best we can do—’ you won’t last the season.” 

During my own interviews with Dinah Shore, I found 
her tiring because she is never herself—whatever that 
“self” may be. From the moment she enters the crowd¬ 
ed room of a press party or the empty room of a per¬ 
sonal interview, the smile flashes on, the eyes are 
bright—and wary—and the vitality seems inexhaust¬ 
ible. After the interviewer has departed, the real Dinah 
Shore, exhausted, uncertain, suspicious, takes over. 

“How was I?” her husband would be asked. As a 
rule, he replied, “You were fine darling, just fine.” 

Marital Bustup Predicted 

Speaking of her happy marriage, whose end had 
been predicted along Hollywood and Vine for four 
years, Dinah said: 

“I’ll say this for George: no matter how early I had 
to get up in the morning, he got up and had breakfast 
with me. Usually, that was six-thirty or earlier. And 
when I was making movies, I’d get home at eight or 
nine o’clock, too tired to talk. George waited to eat 
with me, we’d sit quietly for a while; then I’d go to 
bed, because if I missed my sleep it would show in 
my face when it was enlarged on the screen. Besides, 
I was so keyed up from working all day that, tired as 
I was, I had trouble falling asleep.” 

No one can question the fact that when a man mar¬ 
ries a woman who has decided on a top-flight career, 
he has to be prepared, as do the children of that mar¬ 
riage, for a part-time wife. He has to know that when 
she’s doing what Hollywood refers to as “the star bit” 
his place is away from the cameras. But there can be 
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nothing more frustrating to the male animal than 
never to have his turn; never to be able to say, eagerly, 
“Guess what? I just signed a new contract today—or 
the notices on that last lousy picture of mine were 
actually not bad—” 

What Dinah Wants—Dinah Gets 

Not so in the Shore-Montgomery household. In fact, 
I don’t know of any marriage where the husband 
played a sometimes humiliating second-fiddle to his 
wife than the Dinah Shore marriage, unless it’s the 
Eddie Fisher-Liz Taylor marriage; where Eddie is 
frankly Liz’s alter ego and coat carrier. George ap¬ 
peared with his wife in hundreds of photographs 
showing him chucking her beneath the chin, playing 
with the kids or hammering a nail into place. There 
are few if any pictures available of George Montgom¬ 
ery being photographed or interviewed while his wife 
looks happily on. Of course, the handwriting was large 
on the wall, as the handwriting generally is. The same 
Dinah who says, “No one, man or woman, likes a 
domineering female. I select male guests for my show 
who are so strongly masculine that I can’t possibly 
overshadow them,” also recalls, of her early decision 
to marry Georege Montgomery: 

“I’d seen him on the screen before I met him, and I 
decided then that he was for me. Later I saw a photo¬ 
graph of him in a fan magazine with a girl hanging on 
his arm and I felt sorry for her. The caption said she 
was his fiancee, but I had a feeling she was going to 
be replaced: I finally met him at the Hollywood 
canteen.” 

The girl was very probably Hedy La Marr, of whom 
Sheilah Grahame says, “Hedy might get George the 
second time around. The still beautiful Miss La Marr 
was very much in love with George before he mar¬ 
ried Dinah Shore. In fact, they were engaged . . .” 

This would not have stood in Dinah’s tempestuous, 
often stormy, always determined way. Columnist 
George McEvoy, writing about the marriage break-up, 
says what everyone has long known: “It’s possible that 
Dinah Shore and George Montgomery could have sal¬ 
vaged their marriage but it would mean that Dinah 
would have to seriously curtail her television activities. 
But if Dinah were to forsake her career and devote her 
entire time to her home, she’d be bored stiff within 
a month.” 

“He Hated That House” 

And, of course, no one can turn back the clock. 
Dinah Shore is big business and big money. She is 
also big ego and big temperament, and if she weren’t 
those things, she wouldn’t be where she is. Also, coin¬ 
cidentally and ironically, if her Chevy show had not 
been canceled because, said her sponsors, “I think Miss 
Shore has reached all the potential Chevy buyers she 
can reach-^-” the chances are the marriage would not 
have broken up. Nothing new has been added. George 
Montgomery’s name has been linked with that of other 
starlets before. Dinah Shore never gave it another 
thought. 

“George liked to throw his weight around and he 
could be pretty surly on occasion,” said a close Holly¬ 
wood friend of the couple’s. “I always thought he hated 
that house.” 

Undoubtedly he did hate it. A house built by George 
to house the Shore marriage, because that’s what it

UNKNOWN 
FACTS ABOUT V. D. 

If you’ve never heard of lymphopathia venereum or 
granuloma inguiale you’d better read this carefully. 



There are over 20 million cases of VD in the country to¬ 
day. And this figure is low since millions go unreported.

W HEN IT WAS first discovered that penicillin 
could cure VD, 20 years ago, medical authori¬ 
ties triumphantly announced that for the first time 
in history one of the worst afflictions of mankind 
had been brought under complete control. They 
confidently predicted that within one generation 
these diseases would be completely wiped out. 

Yet today VD remains one of America’s biggest 
medical problems. The U.S. Public Health Service 
estimates that there were 20 million cases of VD in 
this country last year. This estimate is low, officials 
say, since it is based on reported cases alone. 

Syphilis and gonorrhea, of course, are the most 
common forms of VD. They are the most widely 
prevalent, and syphillis is the most dangerous. It 
ranks as one of the four major causes of death in the 
U.S. One out of every five deaths from heart disease, 
for example, is the result of syphillis. 

7,000,000 People Affected 

Contrary to general impression, however, these 
two are by no means the only sexual diseases. Med¬ 
ical science lists at least three others which, because 
the general public is not aware of them, may be called 
“the unknown venereal diseases”. 

They are medically known as chancroid, lympho¬ 
pathia venereum and granuloma inguiale. 

Although little publicized these “unknown” dis¬ 
eases are by no means rare. According to U.S. Public 
Health figures, at least 7 million persons in this 
country today are afflicted with them. Many experts 
believe that these figures too, are low, since many 
cases are not reported. 

In fact there is some evidence that these three 
“unknown" diseases are far more common today 
than syphillis or gonorrhea! 

Dr. William Fleming, head of the American Ven¬ 
ereal Disease Association, recently revealed that more 
members of the U.S. armed services are now in¬ 
fected with chancroid than with any other form of

W HEN THE handsome young Aga Khan let it 
be known recently that he was contemplating 
marriage to beautiful blonde Announchka von Meks, 
daughter of a French textile operator, he blew up a 
storm which lately has assumed tornado proportions 
all the way from Mecca to Morocco, from Cairo to the 
China coast. 

For 25-year-old Prince Karim, Aga Khan IV and 
“Brilliant Star of Zanzibar” (to give him two of 
his many titles) is temporal ruler of some 20 million 
Ismailis — an industrious, prosperous and devout 
Moslem sect scattered throughout the Middle East, 
Africa and Asia. 

It’s not just that the proposed bride is a European 
“unbeliever”. Both Karim’s grandfather—the old 
Aga Khan—and his father—playboy Aly Khan—mar¬ 
ried “foreign” females with the blessings and whole¬ 
hearted approval of their Mohammedan subjects. 

Merger Is Murder To Moslems 

The trouble is, Announchka is Jewish. Considering 
current relations between Moslems and Jews, for 
most of the faithful the proposed merger is about as 
hard to take as a cocktail of nitric acid and glycer¬ 
ine. And it is twice as explosive. 

“I cannot remain a bachelor forever,” the richest 
and most eligible bachelor in the world told news¬ 
men in Paris when the sensational news first leaked 
out. “I must provide a male heir to the Immamat 
(the royal line). 

“Annouchka is everything I have been looking for. 

I would gladly die for her.” 

The Aga Khan may have to do just that, if some 
of his more fanatic followers have their way. For 




to many members of the sect his marital plans bor¬ 
der on sacrilege. It is reported that he already has 
received numerous threats against his life. 

To avert such an unpleasant consequence, French 
authorities recently stationed a police guard on the 
island in the Seine where the Aga Khan maintains 
a home. They also assigned a 24-hour guard to the 
apartment house in Paris where Annouchka lives. 

However there is an even more insurmountable 
barrier in the path of this controversial marriage. 
Two of them, in fact. One is Karim’s mother the 
Princess Joan, first wife of the late jet-propelled 
playboy Aly Khan. The other is Karim’s step-grand- 
mother the Dowager Begum, widow of the old plat¬ 
inum-plated Aga Khan. 

His Weight In Diamonds 

When young Karim got the nod as spiritual leader 
and high priest of the numerous Ismaili sect, in the 
will left by his legendary grandfather upon his death 
in 1957, he inherited a fabulous fortune estimated at 
close to two billion bucks. 

For more than 40 years every industrious Ismaili 
contributed a percentage of his annual earnings to 
the Aga Khan, on the theory that these gifts would 
come back with blessings. In addition, every birthday 
of the ruler was celebrated by an elaborate weighing- 
in ceremony, in which he received his weight in 
diamonds. Over the years, as the old Aga Khan's 
avoirdepois increased, so did his income. 

A shrewd cookie, the Aga invested the tribute he 
received in blue-chip stocks and bonds, banks, shops, 
industries, etc. Thus his subjects’ gifts did come 
back with blessings in terms of fantastic profit—to 
the Aga Khan. 

Theoretically all this cabbage was supposed to be 
spent for the welfare of the whole Ismaili sect—to 
build hospitals, schools and houses, to set Ismailis up 
in business, etc. However, the ruler held out enough 
gravy to live on a scale of splendor worthy of a leg¬ 
endary Oriental potentate. He maintained sumptu¬ 
ous establishments in Paris, Cannes and other parts 
of the world, built up one of the finest racing stables 
in Europe. 

Fast Cars and Fast Women 

Karim’s papa, flamboyant heir apparent to the 
throne, never had a financial worry in his life. En¬ 
dowed with a small fortune by his doting daddy, he 
casually tossed away millions in fast cars and glam¬ 
orous females like Rita Hayworth, Linda Christian, 
Zsa Zsa Gabor, Kim Novak, Gene Tierney and a host 
of lesser American and European cinema queens. 

Aly’s half-brother, Prince Sadruddin Khan, was 
equally well fixed. He too was presented with a pri¬ 
vate fortune by his father. As an undergraduate at 
Harvard, he spent more time digging American 
cuties than delving into college texts. There wasn't 
much diversion available in nearby Boston, home of 
the bean and the cod. But Sadri managed to cover 
considerable territory and pick up a lot of telephone 
numbers during his four-year stay in this country. 

For a time he carried the torch for sultry Eartha 
Kitt. Then he startled the international set by mar¬ 
rying a curvaceous English actress, Nina Dyer. But 
that didn’t keep him out of the plush bistros and the 
gossip columns, where his name subsequently was

Proceed cautiously in 
Fort Lauderdale - it’s 
the training ground 
for some of the best 
educated play-for-pay 
girls in the world 


A LOT OF words have been written about Fort 
Lauderdale, Florida. Tons of printers ink and 
miles of space have been used by newspapers and 
news magazines all over the country to describe the 
zany antics of college students who yearly make this 
peaceful little community of 63,000 oldsters their tar¬ 
get for spring vacation and swarm all over it like 
bobby soxers attacking their latest rock and roll idol. 

If you are over the age of six, are not blind and 
are able to read, you’ve heard about Fort Lauderdale. 
It’s Where the Boys Are , and, where there are boys 
you inevitably find the three B’s—beer, booze and 
babes. Beer and booze can still be bought in abund¬ 
ance in this bouncing burg but, for the college boy 
on a meager allowance, the babes are getting harder 
and harder to come by. 

It takes dough to dally with Lauderdale’s dolls. 
And therein lies an INSIDE STORY of this peace¬ 
ful Floridian community that’s never been told. 





Ever since 1938, when the town invited the students 
to something called a “swimming meet” they have 
swarmed back every year. And every year, year in 
and year out, they have turned a sylvan glade into 
a dump in less time than it takes to drink a buck and 
a half’s worth of beer. 

When this inebriated invasion starts the Fort Lau¬ 
derdale Chamber of Commerce doubles the police 
force but the students who roll into town boasting 
new driving records—26 hours from Ohio State, 27 
from Carlysle, Pa.’s Dickinson College — are too 
boozed up to worry about anything so trivial as a 
policeman. 

The Taps Ran Dry 

“It’s not that we drink so much,” one Notre Dame 
senior explained, ‘it’s just that we drink all the time.” 

And booze it up they do. The owner of a joint 
called Porky’s rashly advertised a bargain rate—$1.50 
for all the beer a scholar could guzzle in three hours. 
His taps ran dry and before a refill truck could rescue 
him the offended students had pitched his furni¬ 
ture into the ocean. 

After this complete disregard for the beer parlor’s 
property the police force—bolstered to 350 men to 


stem the invaders—ordered all bars and beaches 
closed after dark. 

This action took on all the proportions of waving 
a red flag in front of a bull. Incensed by the curfew, 
thousands of students held a mass demonstration at 
the beach front and, like a huge tidal wave, marched 
down the main stem, uprooting everything in their 
wake, chanting, “We want beer,” and “Open Jade 
Beach.” 

A Full Jail House 

When the police moved in with their billies the 
students held them off with beer cans, beer can open¬ 
ers, bottles, fire-crackers and fists. Scores of students 
were carted to jail that night but it didn't stop the 
remainder from blocking the main highway with con¬ 
crete benches taken from the beach the following 
night Another riot ensued. 

“I didn’t feel T was part of a mob,'* explained a 
tanked up student to the police captain. “I felt as 
though l was an individual watching a riot.” 

A third night of trouble once again packed the 
city jail. This time long distance calls were made to 
parents all over the country but the results didn’t 
help the police. “Keep the damn fool in jail,” was the 
attitude of most parents. “I’ll be down in a few days 
to fetch him.” 

But a few days was too long to wail. The Fort Lau-

derdale jail just couldn’t hold that many students for 
any length of time so they were all released to start 
all over again. 

But, oddly enough after the mass release things 
quieted down. A comparative lull came over old Fort 
Lauderdale and the officials in charge thought of ways 
to deal with the migration which, for all its busted 
heads and busted egos adds $1,000,000 annually to 
the local coffers. But while the elders thought of ways 
of curtailing activity the students went about their 
business of having a ball. 

Living on a diet of beer and burgers the boys daily 
roamed the beach in search of sun, sand and shes 
and nightly kept the harassed police force jumping 
by stealing buses, painting Greek letters on city water 
towers and dumping six foot alligators into hotel 
swimming pools.

The,boys were having a ball. They had their booze, 
they had their beer and best of all, they had their 
babes. For the price of a movie and a beer a boy 
was accomplishing in one night what it took him 
three months and many beers and many movies to 
accomplish back on the campus. Fort Lauderdale was 
a veritable Paradise for the predatory male. But 
just as suddenly as it began it ended. The Paradise 


became a Purgatory. The girls were no longer putting 
out. Sex became scarce. 

The reason: As one Eastern Betty Coed, who asked 
that her name and school be withheld, put it, “It’s 
just a matter of economics that takes no economics 
major to figure out. In Old Fort Laudie the boys 
have always outnumbered the gals at least ten to 
one. And when you have preponderous odds like that 
you have a simple case of supply and demand. We 
have what the boys want and anytime there are 
more takers than there are givers it becomes a seller’s 
market, need I say more.” 

And therein lies the INSIDE STORY. Fort Lauder¬ 
dale has become the training ground for some of the 
most educated play-for-pay girls in the world.

It’- the oldest 
equation in the world. 

And if that pert young thing just down the street 
in your own home town—the one who went off to 
college a couple of years ago—spent her vacations 
in Fort Lauderdale she may no longer be as she 
looks. Matter of fact she might even be one of the 
fledgling floozies who have learned that sex can pay 
off. Can pay for her entire spring vacation and leave 
enough loot to live high off the hog for the rest of 
the year. 

Which is merely to say that the luscious young 
things that roam the streets of Fort Lauderdale and 
crowd the beach front saloons nightly in search of 
well-heeled pickups have been recruited from some 
of the best known and most hallowed campuses in the 
country. 

And the colleges are ham-strung. They know what’s 
happening. Every spring anywhere from one to a 
dozen girls from each school just doesn’t return. But 
what can they do? “Offering courses in ‘how not to 
become a prostitute,’ might be an answer,” an in¬ 
structor from an eastern college told this reporter 
“but how can any decent school justify a course like 
that. The situation has become impossible. These girls 
learn more in Fort Lauderdale in a week than we 
can teach them in a whole year.” 

And he’s right. In no time at all these fillies have 
learned that rolling off a Shakespearean Sonnet for 
a teacher is no harder than rolling in the hay with a 
well-heeled John. And the beauty of it is for the for¬ 
mer—they pay. For the latter—they get paid. 

No Cash — No Cutie 

From January ’til April the gals hit the books. 

From the latter part of April ’til the beginning of 
May they hit the hay—for a price. 

Exactly how this sleigh ride to sin started, no one 
knows. At first it was a simple matter of necessity. 
If a doll ran short on expenses she could always 
pick up a buck or two from a male student by giving 
out with a hard luck story before she gave in. And 
it wasn’t long before word was going around that 
some of the girls were easy targets for a night of 
fun—especially the ones who’d run out of cash and 
wanted a place to sleep.

If it’s a bed-and- 
broad deal you want 
stay away from the 
Soviet—they sneak 
their fun on the run.

VERYBODY knows about the birds and the bees 
but what about the Russians? 

Is it true that free-love parties are the leading 
state-sponsored sport for Kremlin kiddies, or can you 
believe the opposite-extreme rumors that Soviet cops 
shoot the love birds on the wing? 

How do Ivan and Nonotchka go about it when they 
feel the urge to merge? 

And how does the lonely tourist make out when he 
ogles Olga in Red Square? 

To get the answers to these and other stimulating 
questions, INSIDE STORY sent a special correspon¬ 
dent behind the Iron Curtain to spy on the sextra- 






curricular activities of Soviet life. This is his first 
hand report: 

Even in Russia, love will find a way. But the way 
is no primrose path for the guys and dolls of Kremlin 
land. A normal love life is as difficult to establish as 
a capitalistic enterprise. 

Contrary to the popular belief held by the western 
world, free love is not part of the Marxist theory, 
sex orgies are not included in any five year plan. 
The Young Pioneers and other commie youth groups 
are not encouraged to mingle sexually, as Hitler’s 
children were. Instead of trying to boost the extra¬ 
marital birth rate, the Krushchev regime is remark¬ 
ably prudish. 

Lovebirds Don’t Fly Very High 

But no purge can submerge the most basic urge, 
and government frowns are ignored when cupid 
smiles. 

In Moscow the boys and girls get together in such 
public spots as taxis and parks. Gorki Park, virtually 
in the shadow of the Kremlin, is a favorite hunting 
ground for Muscovite wqlves. Any night after mid¬ 
night, and often much earlier, romantic couples can 
be seen proving that a lovebird in the bush is worth 
two in the hand. Singly and in twos and threes, the 
girls sit expectantly on park benches while the young 
men stroll by and survey the only luxury merchan¬ 
dise they can still afford. 

When a choice is made and an agreement reached, 
off they go to the park lanes and dimly lit paths off 
the main promenade. 

In the pre-dawn hours, the park grounds frequently 
are as busy as the famed Moscow subway stations at 
the rush hour.. Police patrols pass through frequently, 
but all they ask is, “Please keep off the flowers.” 


Gorki Park, and 
others like it, provides 
a romance rendezvous 
not only for the pros¬ 
titutes and their custo¬ 
mers, amateur amour¬ 
ettes and teen - age 
triflers, but also for 
properly engaged cou¬ 
ples who want to be 
alone but can’t. 

Privacy is at a pre¬ 
mium in Moscow and 
other Soviet cities. 

Most young people live 
with their families or 
room with other fam¬ 
ilies in crowded apart¬ 
ments. New apartment 
buildings are going up 
all over the place, but 
the housing shortage is 
still acute. It’s not un¬ 
usual to find eight and ten persons sharing two or 
three rooms. 

There are no cheap hotels or rooming houses in 
Moscow that cater to unmarried couples. Every stran¬ 
ger appearing at a hotel desk must show his passport 
and identification papers, which are promptly passed 
on to the police. 

When the INSIDE STORY reporter found a cutie 
who was ready willing and able he suggested they 
find a convenient lodging for the night. Shaking her 
head emphatically, she replied, “Moscow is not New 
York.” 

Motorized mecca for Moscow’s more prosperous 
bachelors is the fleet of taxicabs that prowl the broad

avenues after dark. In assembly line style, a constant 
stream of cabs flows slowly past the side of the Grand 
Hotel, a block from Red Square, and lonesome males 
line the curb to see what the drivers are promoting 
besides a 10-ruble fare. 

Many of the cabs carry female passengers, looking 
for company on their crosstown ride. Most of these 
circuit riders are short, squat and unlovely, but their 
patrons aren’t choosy. The girls charge a flat 100-ruble 
fee for their service ($10.00 at tourist exchange 
rates.) But this is no bed-and-broad deal. The beds 
are unavailable. 

It is more of a rock-and-roll arrangement, with the 
deal consumated in the back of the cab while careen¬ 
ing around corners and through dark streets. This 
blitzkreig approach to C.O.D. romance has earned 
the participants the title of “Khrushchev’s Rough 
Riders.” 

If the lovelorn male doesn’t want to wait in line 
for a taxi dancer, he has only to take a nocturnal 
stroll along Gorki Street, Moscow’s Fifth Avenue. 
There the merchandise, both in the shop windows and 
on the hoof is more desirable than that offered by the 
cabbies. 

The language barrier is the smallest hurdle. Most 
educated Russian girls are multi-lingual, speaking 
some English, French or German in addition to their 
native tongue. And the language of love is universal. 

The fear of foreigners, especially of Americans, 
often is overcome by curiousity. Despite what party 
propagandists say, Russian girls want to learn for 
themselves about “capitalists” and other visitors from 
outside their restricted world. 

It is almost as easy to find a pretty, passionate girl¬ 
friend, with no price tag on her favors, as it is to 
contact a professional prostitute. And the companion-

ship is much more worthwhile. But neither type is as 
readily available as her counterparts in any Ameri¬ 
can city. 

Once the girl is found and the language difficulties 
overcome, Cupid runs smack into security agents and 
hotel regulations—and here is where the commies 
separate the men from the boys. Plainclothes police¬ 
men no longer tail the average tourist about the 
streets—but a uniformed cop stands before every 
tourist hotel and a plainclothes detective prowls 
within. 


Hotel Rooms Are Not For Hustlers 

The girl who is willing to take a chance on romance 
under these conditions risks more than her reputa¬ 
tion. She risks a quiz session with the cops, official 
censure, loss of a job, even a possible prison term for 
cavorting with capitalistic foreigners. 

Surprisingly, many Russian girls are willing to take 
these tremendous risks for nothing more than an 
evening’s entertainment to brighten the drabness of 
daily routine. 

First step is to get the Moscovite maiden past the 
frigid frowns of the outside cop (who may ask for 
her identification papers), the doorman and the front 
desk. Next step is to steer her past the female porter 
who sits in every hotel hall, keeping one eye on the 
elevator, the other on the stairs. No one comes or 
goes without the porter’s notice. Room keys must be 
left at the porter’s desk while the guest is away. 

Unattached men are forbidden female companion¬ 
ship in their hotel rooms, especially* after dark. Some¬ 
times, but not often, the hall porter can be circum¬ 
vented. But the odds on this happening are much 
better in the afternoon. A matinee performance beats 
a night show in Russia. 

When and if the tourist manages to smuggle a girl 
into his boudoir, he usually feels he can relax. But 
the girls know better. 

“Don’t speak my name in your room,” they will 
plead. 

They realize every tourist hotel is wiretapped from 
lobby to roof. A microphone may be anywhere—in 
the radio or the TV set, behind the drapes, even at¬ 
tached to the bedsprings to pick up on the most pri¬ 
vate conversations. Only the plushiest hotels—like the 
Sovietskya, which caters to commie bigshots—boast 
television in the rooms but a TV set makes an ideal 
place for hiding a mike. So does the commonplace 
bedside lamp. 

Camera Records Boudoir Acrobatics 

If the visitor is a genuine V.I.P., he may find a 
large mirror behind his bed, or directly across the 
room. All well and good for the do-it-yourself hobby¬ 
ist who wants to watch what he’s doing but this mirror 
sees more than reflections. It’s an old trick—mirror 
on one side, window on the other. Behind it, camera¬ 
men may be lurking to record tender bedroom 
scenes. 

In this fashion, potential blackmail material is ob¬ 
tained without the services of a professional Mata 
Hari and proof is gathered for any future purge trial. 

However, when needed, the voluptuous she-spy is 
still around. Intourist, the Government tourist bureau 
employs a small stable of them in addition to the 
run-of-the-mill guides and interpreters.

E VER SINCE the advent of motels, these roadside 
rests have been used for everything from pri¬ 
vate hospitals for abortionists, through private 
dope parlors for the cat with the monkey on his back, 
to private brothels for the guy just seeking a fast fling 
with a filly. 

Certainly this comes as no surprise to anyone who 
has learned about the birds and the bees but recently 
the people of Las Vegas were shocked when the F.B.I. 
issued a warning to Nevada’s Governor Charles Rus¬ 
sell and Attorney General Harvey Dickerson that a 
motel on the outskirts of town was operating as a 
high class house of ill-repute where the illicit was 
sold only to the elite. 

The owners didn’t even try to disguise the opera¬ 
tion. Anyone looking for just plain lodging for the 
night was turned away. The joint catered to nothing 
but the higher echelon of finance. A customer had to 
have a good recommendation and a good bank account 
to crash. 


Roadside Red Lighteries 

Twenty-three glamorous gals ran the bordello and 
were in attendance at all times. It cost twenty-five 
bucks to get a look at them in action. From there the 
prices soared. Anything a guy couldn’t afford to buy 
he wasn’t allowed to touch. Getting near these delec¬ 
table dough-girls cost anywhere from a hundred 
bucks, up. 

The warning from the G-Men sent the Nevada State 
Police into action and in less time than it takes to say 
A House Is Not A Home , all twenty-three play-for-pay 
pretties were pitched into the pokey. 

The raid squelched prostitution in the area and it 
has remained that way largely due to the gambling 
laws of the state that demand that motels, hotels, 
tourist cabins, etc., be inspected by the gendarmerie 
regularly.

She had been strangled with the cord of 
an electric iron, suffocated with a scarf knotted tightly 
over her mouth and nose, stabbed in the chest with a 
pen knife and her throat was slashed by a broken 
coke bottle. 


They Cater To Capers 

This was the seventh such sex murder they had 
come upon in the last six months. All of them followed 
the same pattern. 

The police swung into action. They covered the 
motels of the area like a blanket and discovered that 
the average time spent at these roadside red lighteries 
by a “motoring” couple who had registered came to a 
little over a half hour. They also found that there 
were many highway joy joints in the area that went 
so far as to demand that patrons vacate the premises 
within an hour. 

Many arrests were made and within a short time 
the police of St. Louis, like the police of Las Vegas, 
had cleaned their city. 

But what about the rest of the country? Must there 
be gambling or sex murders before the police get 
smart and ferret out the filth? Of the 52,000 motels 
operated in this country there is no doubt that the 
majority of them are legitimate businesses run by 
legitimate business men. But what about the rest? 
What about the crimes committed in motels in just the 
last two years alone? Crimes that include prostitution, 







rape, seduction, perversion, incest, 
homosexuality, sodomy, degeneracy, 
drug peddling, drunkenness, feloni¬ 
ous assault, juvenile delinquency, 
suicide, abortion and murder. 

In doing a little investigation on 
my own through many of the east¬ 
ern and midwestern states, I found 
that the large million-dollar motels 
on the main highways are usually 
pretty much on the up and up. The 
initial investment is so high that the 
owners can’t afford a run-in with 
the police. Even a suspension of 
their license would put them out 
of business. But even these honest 
businessmen can’t screen all the 
couples that take advantage of their 
facilities daily. 

Personal Pantie Raid 

Asking for a marriage license is 
ridiculous, sometimes downright in¬ 
sulting. And wedding rings that look 
as good as gold can be purchased 
at the local Woolworth’s. Even these 
big operations — ostensibly legiti¬ 
mate—get their share of filth. 

But off the main roads, on the 
secondary highways, on the roads 
leading to resort towns and in and 
out of big cities the tomcat cabins 
run full blast. 

The less lawless of these cater to 
the businessman who wants to “get 
to know” his secretary better or to 
the college student who is conduct¬ 
ing his own personal pantie raid. 
The gal he’s conducting it on usually 
registers as his misses. 

One promoter runs a restaurant 
along with his tourist trap. The food 
is by no means fit for a gourmet but 
the waitresses are the best coiffed, 
best dressed, best looking dolls the 
area can provide. Needless to say 
as hash slingers they leave a lot to 
be desired but should you look like 
you’re looking for a lass you’ll be 
“waited on” in grand style. Of 
course the price of the “dessert” is 
put on your check. 

Another enterprising entrepren¬ 
eur employs a battery of maids that 
would make the Latin Quarter 
chorus line look like a group of 
spinster aunts. These “maids” cater 
to the monied clientele. For those 
not-so-monied, this motel czar, who 
doesn’t miss a trick, has peepholes 
through which the guy who can’t af¬ 
ford the dolls can get his jollies. 

Some of these operations are run 
by the motel owners themselves, in 
others the wheeler and dealer with 
the deed merely gets a kickback. In 
one well populated midwestern city 
a white slaver runs a stable of call 
girls in the middle of town. When a 
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gal gets a “ring” from a customer, 
the motel is alerted and a room is 
reserved. 

The setup is arranged so the guy 
gets there first. If he looks okay he 
gets his room, he gets his doll, and 
the motel owner gets a cut of the 
take. If, however, the Joe even 
slightly resembles a cop the rendez¬ 
vous is cancelled and nobody is the 
wiser. 

The owner of the joint claims to 
know nothing about the hanky- 
panky. As far as he is concerned 
his motel was nothing but a con¬ 
venience. Certainly not a connection. 

It’s a great gimmick and accord¬ 
ing to the police in the city, it’s al¬ 
most foolproof. They’ve been trying 
to bust it up for sometime now. 

In other crackdowns, police have 
been more successful. New York’s 
Assistant District Attorney Leslie 
Lieber broke a racket run by a mo¬ 
tel man who had a record of vice 
arrests as long as the Lincoln Tun¬ 
nel. When caught he was operating 
several auto rests doing a healthy 
business supplying sweet young 
things to tired motorists at twenty 
bucks a go. 

In Los Angeles Detectives Russel 
K. Norris and Robert Byron busted 
a similar but more elaborate setup 
run by a former Hollywood talent 
scout. He didn’t own a motor court 
but he did own a real wild stable of 
$50.00 a night call girls that oper¬ 
ated in some of the plushiest motels 
on the west coast. 

The detectives knew about this 
monkey business for some time but 
couldn’t get the necessary proof. 
They played it cozy. Finally after a 
steady surveilance at a fashionable 
Hollywood highway hotel they 
nabbed a starlet in an act that would 
have made even Bacchus blush. 
Along with her they confiscated a 
little black book that listed the 
names of hundreds of Hollywood 
big shots and included all the motels 
that were “O.K.” to use. 

A New Wrinkle 

But big time operators aren’t the 
only ones who sell sex along with 
sleeping accommodations. In the 
Southern Hills I pulled into a road¬ 
side rest really looking for a place 
to lay my weary head. The cabins 
looked clean and, since Fd seen cars 
parked there with out-of-state licens¬ 
es, I figured this to be strictly an up 
and up business establishment. 

I signed the register and the tooth¬ 
pick chewing owner assigned me to 
a cabin. My bedtime preparations 
were interrupted by a knock on the 


door. I opened it and standing on 
my door step was a lovely southern 
belle with an armful of linen. 

“Change your sheets, sir?” she 
asked sweetly. 

“I haven’t even used them yet,” 
was my reply, “so they’re certainly 
not dirty. Why they’re not even 
wrinkled.” 

“For a small fee we could wrinkle 
them together,” said she with a 
wink, “just you and me. Now are 
you sure you don’t want sheets?” 

It was the neatest and the newest 
“wrinkle” in the business I’d run 
into. I was about to ask her in and 
question her about the operation 
but I know I’d get nowhere. I might 
even get myself in trouble. So, I po¬ 
litely refused, told her I’d use the 
sheets I had and sent her on her 
way. But I couldn’t help but wonder 
how many sheets she changes night¬ 
ly- 

For the more enterprising chippie 
who doesn’t care to take the $10 or 
$20 a pop route to prosperity there’s 
the extortion racket. This is usually 
pulled in a motel that’s near a state 
line and works something like this. 

The Mann Act’s Murder 

The gal finds herself a diner or a 
road-side inn near a state boundary 
and makes that her base of opera¬ 
tion. She hangs around the bar or 
counter and when some well-dressed, 
well-heeled stranger offers to buy 
her a drink or a hamburger, she 
accepts. (These dolls make it their 
business to be able to spot a lad 
with a loaded wallet. They rarely 
miss.) 

Since she knows that no guy spends 
a dime on a dame without wanting 
something in return she waits for 
the inevitable proposition. At first 
the cutie coyly refuses. But, as the 
evening wears on and the gentle¬ 
man’s patience starts to wear thin, 
she accepts. And she just happens to 
know a motel in the area where they 
can go. Said motel is naturally just 
across the state line. But the boy¬ 
friend doesn’t know that and, what’s 
more, she’s got him so worked up at 
this point that he wouldn’t care if 
he had to go to the moon for a bed. 

Once in the motel the sucker 
starts to strip for action and when 
he’s down to the suit he was born 
in a phoney cop barges in, charges 
him with violation of the Mann Act 
—the law that says you do tiirte, if 
in the process of making time, you 
transport a filly across a state line— 
and starts to slap the handcuffs on 
him. 

The guy does a lot of fast talking,

D URING the past few months at least two full- 
length paperback biographies of the great 
Hollywood sex symbol, Marilyn Monroe, 
have appeared. Each purports to reveal “hitherto 
unknown facts” about the world’s most voluptuous 
body. Actually, each warms over and dishes up the 
same old stale tripe spoon-fed to the public for the 
past ten years by Hollywood press agents—and by 
MM herself. 

In the course of those years a Marilyn Monroe 
legend has been created that portrays her as a cross 
between Cinderella and Little Orphan Annie. By 
now the lurid details of her alleged childhood are 
familiar to practically everyone on the face of the 
earth able to read a newspaper or magazine: 

She is an illegitimate child whose parents died 
while she was still a baby; 

She spent the first 16 years of her life in an orphan 
asylum and a dozen different foster-homes where, 
for the most part, she was abused, neglected, and 
treated like a slave; 

When she was 2, a demented neighbor tried to 
smother her to death with a pillow; 

When she was 6 (or 8 or 11, according to various 
versions) she was raped by a depraved old man.

When she was 16 she married a man she did not 
love as the only out from a life of misery and drudg- 
er y; 

In spite of fame and fortune, she is still basically 
a shy, lonely little girl desperately seeking affection 
and emotional security—and unable to find it. 

Unfortunately this oft-told tale is about 90 percent 
fiction, and about 10 percent fact. Investigators who 
have dug into Marilyn Monroe’s background agree 
that she is a far greater actress in real life than on 
the screen. 

Here for the first time is the full INSIDE STORY 
about Marilyn Monroe’s early life—a story no other 
magazine to date has dared to print. 

The record shows that she was born Norma Jeane 
Baker on June 1, 1926 at Los Angeles General Hos¬ 
pital. Her mother, Gladys Monroe Baker, was a film 
cutter at RKO studios—and unmarried. According to 
Marilyn, she is “a descendent of President James 
Monroe”. This is a typical bit of historical exaggera¬ 
tion. 

For a long time after she became famous, Marilyn 
maintained that she was an orphan; both her 
mother and father, she said, were dead. 

About eight years ago an enterprising reporter 
discovered that Gladys Baker was still alive—and 
a patient in a State mental hospital. Confronted with 
this fact, MM gracefully acknowledged her “error”. 
At the urging of 20th Century-Fox (with whom she 
had a contract at the time) she arranged to have 
her mother moved to a private institution and to 
foot the bill for her keep.

In a statement obviously prepared for her by 
studio publicity agents, she told the press: 

Unknown to me as a child, my mother spent 
many years as an invalid in a State hospital. I was 
raised in a series of foster homes arranged by a 
guardian through the County of Los Angeles, and 
I spent more than a year in the Los Angeles Or¬ 
phans’ Home. I haven’t known my mother intimately 
but since I have become an adult and am able to 
help her, I have contacted her. I am helping her and 
want to continue to help her when she needs me.” 

As we shall soon see, this is scarcely the truth, the 
whole truth and nothing but the truth. 

MARILYN has always insisted that she never 
knew her father, “a man named Mortenson”. He al¬ 
legedly was killed in a motorcycle accident before 
she was born. 

The fact is, her father is still very much alive and 
in southern California. MM knows who he is, and 
where he is. According to an intimate friend she 
once tried to contact him, but he refused to see her. 
He sent word that he is happily married now and 
has a family, doesn’t care to rake up the past. 

Before Norma Jeane was 3, the legend goes, her 
mother had a nervous breakdown and was put away 
in a State mental hospital. The courts first placed 
the child in a foster home with a family of “religious 
fanatics” who lived in a semi-slum on the outskirts 
of Los Angeles. They were very strict, and treated 
her badly. She lived with them for three years. 

During the next three years she was shunted 


from one foster-home to another—ten in all! She 
was cruelly abused, “constantly blamed for the mis¬ 
deeds and misbehavior of other kids”. In one place 
she was falsely accused—and punished—for tearing 
a dress; in another, for stealing a pearl necklace. On 
still another occasion, she vividly recalls, a visitor 
gave her 50 cents. Her foster-parents at the time 
took the money away from her, saying: “You dirtied 
your clothes!” 

It was in one of these foster-homers that 8-year- 
old Norma Jeane allegedly was raped by a boarder, 
“an elderly accountant”. He lured her into his room, 
locked the door. According to the biography. 

“HE asked the little girl to sit on his lap. She did. 
Then he told her they would play a game. The game 
needs no further description. It was one of the most 
horrible episodes in the young life of Norma Jeane 
Baker. 

“When the depraved boarder finally released the 
helpless and terrified little girl from his room, she 
ran to her foster mother and reported the outrage. 
But the woman showed neither sympathy nor con¬ 
cern; instead, she slapped Norma Jeane and told her 
to keep her mouth shut.” 

There is reliable evidence that this incident never 
happened—that like so many other appalling details 
of her early life, it is a figment of Marilyn’s fertile 
imagination. 

In 1956, when Time magazine decided to do a 
cover story on Marilyn Monroe, it assigned veteran 
reporter Ezra Goodman to make an exhaustive in¬ 
vestigation of her background. He did. Among the 
people in her past whom he interviewed were Mr. 
and Mrs. Albert Bolender of Hawthorne (a suburb 
of Los Angeles)—the “deeply religious” couple with 
whom she lived just after her mother was commit¬ 
ted to the mental institution. 

Their story directly contradicted that told by MM. 

MRS. Bolender, it turned out, was an old friend of 
Gladys Baker. Norma Jeane lived in their home 
from the time she was born until well past the age 
of 8. Her mother lived there too. The child was well 
taken care of, always nicely dressed. Her mother 
paid for their board until 1934—when she actually 
had her nervous breakdown and was put away in 
Norwalk hospital. 

Norma Jeane Baker went directly from their 
house to the Los Angeles Orphan Home. 

The Bolenders knew nothing about the alleged 
pillow-smothering incident. “I don’t know where 
those stories about her staying in 12 foster homes 
came from,” Mrs. Bolender said. And the alleged 
rape apparently was fabricated out of thin air. 

Mrs. Bolender also asserted that a few years be¬ 
fore, when Mrs. Baker was staying with her on leave 
from the hospital, she telephoned Marilyn Monroe 
and suggested that she come see her mother. “But 
she never did.” 

Goodman sent this information along to Time— 
along with a mass of other research debunking the 
Marilyn Monroe mythical past. He informed his 
editors: 

“Most of the highly publicized Marilyn Monroe 
legend about her family background and upbringing 
has been revealed as nothing more than legend. 
There are grounds for being skeptical about a good 
many other aspects of the Monroe story.”

skull and spine were fractured. He died two days 
later of internal injuries. 

There is no country in the world where competitive 
sports attracts such enormous audiences as in the 
United States. And in no other country of the world 
do these sports take so appalling a toll in crippling 
injury and death. 

620 Football Fatalities 

They are responsible for hundreds of thousands of 
more or less serious injuries—and scores of deaths— 
each year. 

Three of these sports—football, basehall and box¬ 
ing—account for over 80 percent of these casualties. 

According to the American Football Coaches Asso¬ 
ciation, over a 25-year period football directly or in¬ 
directly has caused 620 fatalities. More than half of 
them (316, to be exact) were recorded in high-school 
football. The rest occurred in sandlot, professional, 
semi-pro and college football (the latter with a total 
of 61 deaths). 

Head injuries caused more than half of these 
deaths. Ruptured internal organs occasioned another 


30 per cent, with spine injuries running a close third. 
Indirect causes of death included heart failure, hernia, 
pneumonia and other infections. 

During the past 10 years the authorities have taken 
a number of important measures to cut down on foot¬ 
ball injuries. Modern helmets are made of plastic or 
fibre, with a suspension lining of foam plastic which 
tends to absorb shock and reduce injuries to the skull 
and brain. The same principle has been adapted to 
body pads. 

/ 

The Fearful Toll Mounts 

Official football rules prevent players from using 
equipment which endangers the life of opponents. 
Among the banned materials are leather or other 
hard and unyielding substances in football uniforms, 
no matter how well covered or protected; metal pro¬ 
jections, cleats which chip, etc. 

Nevertheless the fearful toll continues. 

This year, according to authoritative estimates, 
about 250,000 teenagers—one out of every four who 
engage in the sport—will get hurt playing football. 
About 80,000—8 out of each 100—will incur a serious

BOUNCED THE “DOC” 



. -m M-UZZLES ARE for dogs—not men.” So says 
** V/l Dr. Ricardo Galleazzi-Lisi. He should know, 
▼ .A. because more than any man in modern 
times he’s been on the spot for talking too much. It 
can happen again. However, this time, he’s got a 
chance of getting a good reception. 

It could be. For Dr. Galleazzi-Lisi is no fly-by- 
night quack. He’s one of the top medical men in 
Europe. And there’s a strong possibility that what 
he’s saying could some day lead to cures for heart 
disease, circulatory disorders and many other wide¬ 
spread man-killers. There’s an even stronger chance 
that his words might eventually double the life-span 
of human beings. 

“What’s he saying? It can be summed up in two 
words: 

Royal Jelly! 

These two words, spoken boldly at the Second Bio- 
genetic Congress at Baden-Baden, Germany a few 
years ago, set off a medical H-bomb. Medical associa¬ 
tions throughout the world denounced him. Drug com¬ 
panies proclaimed him a faker. And, although he’d 
been a faithful, practicing Catholic all his life, the 
Vatican excommunicated him. 

The Vatican’s punishment, the hardest for him to 
face, is the only one which may be justified. The Doc 
admits this. He did break one of their strictest rules. 
He did it with his eyes open. He did it, he says, be¬ 
cause he felt he owed it to humanity to speak out. 

The rule he broke was to reveal some of the treat¬ 
ment he gave Pope Pius XII during the Pope’s illness. 
The Church takes no stand on his having adminis¬ 
tered Royal Jelly to the Prelate. They are neither for, 
nor against the medical use of the substance—al¬ 
though one high Church official, the Bishop Arceo of 
Mexico has spoken out most strongly in favor of it. 
It was he who shipped the royal jelly to the Vatican 
for the treatment of His Holiness. 

However, the Church is most emphatically against 
any Vatican doctor making public the nature of treat¬ 
ment given an ailing Pontiff. This is why Dr. Galeazzi- 
Lisi was excommunicated. The action followed his 
statement to the medicos at Baden-Baden. 

“I relied upon Royal Jelly without any hesitation,” 
he said. He added that “it is a new curative hope 
against dreaded cancer.” 

This statement was confirmed by two other doctors 
who attended the Pope, Professor Paolucci, a world- 
renowned Italian surgeon, and Dr. Paul Niehhans, a 
Swedish specialist in human cell structure. 

His second statement, while pooh-poohed by the 
brass of the medical world, was taken seriously by a 
few dedicated cancer researchers who studied his re¬ 
sults and are carrying on his work with experiments 
of their own. They’re cautious about jumping to con- 
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elusions, but they all agree that Dr. Galeazzi-Lisi’s 
statement was well-founded. 

Meanwhile, experiments at the University of Miami 
have brought forth a carefully-worded statement that 
Royal Jelly “has the curious power of prolonging 
life.”

It also may contain var¬ 
ious hormones and the so-called fertility vitamin E.

This unknown may also account for the substance’s 
effect on cancerous cells. 

The medical associations object to Royal Jelly be¬ 
cause it is outside their so-called “scientific” approach 
to treating ailments Its properties were originally 
discovered by bee-keepers.

paper went out of business, but he 
certainly didn’t help matters. As one 
newsman who worked with Hunts 
recalls: 

“He wasn’t the best reporter the 
newspaper business ever saw but be 
was certainly the snootiest this side 
of Lucius Beebe. Hunts had his 
chauffered limousine deliver him at 
a subway entrance near the office 
each day and would then walk 
through the subway station, so as 
to give fellow workers the idea that 
he was democratic enough to ride 
underground in the event he was 
observed. 

“Then one day a photographer 
from a rival paper got a candid 
photo of Hunts allowing his chauf¬ 
feur to help him on with his shoes in 
the car and it was about then that 
he decided the newspaper life was a 
little too mundane for his tastes.” 

Business And Babes 

It was a pretty good try but the 
strike out king of the supermarkets 
again was sent to the showers. 

After four years in the naVy 
where he served honorably Hunt¬ 
ington again returned to Cafe So¬ 
ciety. But this time he took stock 
of himself. He was a guy who liked 
the dolls, but couldn’t get to first 
base. He also liked business, but 
always wound up a loser. Maybe, if 
he combined both he could fatten 
his average. 

Thus was born the Huntington 
Hartford Model Agency. 

The idea may have come out of 
the blue but the Model Agency im¬ 
mediately went into the black. Hunt¬ 
ington’s face, however, turned a 
deep shade of red when he found 
that even though he literally had 
thousands of New York’s loveliest 
lassies on his payroll he was still 
getting tossed out every time he 
came to bat. But you might say he 
batted .500 during this period as, 
even though he personally was a flop 
with the fillies, the model agency 
flourished.

While having dinner there one 
night Hunts spied a willowy bru¬ 
nette cigarette girl named Marjorie 
Steel and absolutely flipped. Hunts 
never smoked a cigarette in his life 
but in less time than it takes a fast 
ball to reach home plate he bought 
out her entire stock of cigars, cig¬ 
arettes, tobacco and panda bears and 
had himself a date for the following 
night. 

The Grocery Boy was once again 
in the batter’s box only this time he 
was determined to make a hit. 

And with his kind of moolah, it 
wasn’t too difficult. Impressed with 
the sincerity with which Marjorie 
spoke of her aspirations to become 
a genuinely good actress Hunts ad¬ 
vanced her $2,000 with which to 
furnish an apartment, another $700 
to buy a second hand car and finally 
hired her at $100-a-week for his 
film company. 

He was pitching, Marjorie was 
catching and, on September 10th 
when he popped the question and 
she said “yes” Huntington took him¬ 
self a walk down the middle aisle. 

For a while everything was jake 
with the millionaire. But just as you 
can’t make a silk purse out of a 
sow’s ear, neither could you make a 
home run hitter out of no hit Hart¬ 
ford.

And Old Janie really tossed 
Hartford a curve when he tried to 
adapt her for the London stage. 
With Marjorie playing the lead the 
offering was a tremendous flop and 
it cost Huntington a fortune. Even 
in the theatre he couldn’t get a hit. 

During this time Marjorie started 
needling Hunts about his lack of cul- 






















tural pursuits. She persuaded him 
that instead of blowing his money 
on all sorts of wild schemes he 
should be spending it making the 
world a better place through en¬ 
couraging fine painting and drama. 

Hunts really tried. He bought a 
theatre in Hollywood, named it The 
Huntington Hartford and brought a 
number of Broadway shows to Cal¬ 
ifornia in an effort to give Holly¬ 
wood a large helping of culture.

According to her 
Hunts wasn’t playing all his ball 
games on the home grounds. He 
was the visiting team at least six 
times, said Marjorie, and, what’s 
more he had a hit each time. This 
free swinging, she thought, was 
worth at least 25 million bucks in 
alimony. 

By this action Huntington may 
have proved that he didn’t strike 
out all the time but he also proved 
that even when he got a hit he was 
always in a double play. Or should 
we have said double cross. 

Marjorie didn’t get her 25 million 
but she did walk off with a lump 


sum of $385,000 in addition to an 
annual retainer of $60,000. And 
that’s a mighty nice average in any 
league. 

Immediately after the divorce 
Huntington tossed in his glove for 
good. He was a washout with the 
wenches and he knew it. So, he 
folded his modelling agency. What 
good were delectable dolls if one 
couldn’t dally with them. It was like 
owning a stadium and not being al¬ 
lowed on first base. No one knows 
exactly how much loot was lost on 
that enterprise but according to 
those in the know, it was consider¬ 
able. 

Since then Hunts has tried his 
hand at a number of things. Some 
successful, some not. On the credit 
side is a gallery of modern art 
which he presented to the City of 
New York. On the debit side is an 
island in the Bahamas which Hunts 
purchased to develop a vacation 
resort. 

“We will expect people of quality 
from all walks of life,” said he, 
“there will be no automobiles, no 
roulette wheels, no honky tonks on 
Hog Island. In that way, I hope we 
can create an atmosphere of cul-

injury such as concussion of the 
brain, a bone fracture or internal 
damage. About 36 will die of these 
injuries! 

The INSIDE STORY is, most of 
these injuries are unnecessary and 
could be prevented! 

Proper football equipment costs 
money. The American Football 
Coaches Assocation recommends a 
minimum expenditure of $100 per 
year to equip each player properly. 
Few high schools in this country 
follow this recommendation. 

Defective Equipment 

Even when they do, the new 
equipment is used only in scheduled 
games. Worn-out uniforms are 
passed on to the scrubs and used 
in practice. As a result, 4 out of 10 
fatalities each year occur in practice 
sessions. 

Face and dental damage account 
for more than half of all non-fatal 
football injuries. Many players each 
year are scarred for life by the 
broken cleats and exposed spikes of 
an opponent. Yet few high-school 



leagues require members to provide 
players with the more expensive but 
safer unbreakable cleats with spe¬ 
cial locking devices. 

In 1953 a Kansas dental society 
fitted 540 boys with specially-mould¬ 
ed plastic mouthpieces designed to 
lessen the staggering number of 
broken teeth, broken jaws and other 
head injuries that occur each year. 
These boys completed the season 
without a single dental injury. 

No Protection Provided 

Yet today—almost 10 years later 
—fewer than one-fifth of the na¬ 
tion’s schools provide players with 
these mouthpieces, or other facial 
protection. 

Thus false economy in many 
schools not only fails to protect 
players against football accidents, 
but actually encourages these acci¬ 
dents! 

The same is true of scholastic 
baseball. 

More than 40 years ago, Ray 
Chapman shortstop for the Cleve¬ 
land Indians, was hit in the head by 
a “submarine” pitch delivered by 
Carl Mays of the New York Yankees. 
He died without regaining conscious¬ 
ness. 

No other fatality has been record¬ 
ed on a professional baseball dia¬ 
mond since then. Many players have 
been hit by pitched balls, but the 
tough fibre helmet lined with a 
shock-absorbing cushion which they 
are required to wear when they 



Howard Glenn, an offensive guard with 
the N.Y. Titans died after injuries 
received during a game with Houston.

Although exact statistics as to the 
number of deaths in sandlot, semi- 
pro, high-school and college base¬ 
ball are not available, the Metropol¬ 
itan Life Insurance Company esti¬ 
mates that they are much higher 
than in any other sport. The reason: 
Baseball is more popular than any 
other sport. 

19 Pros, 14 Amateurs Died 

Nearly 100 years ago the Marquis 
of Queensbury formulated a series 
of rules to make boxing less deadly 
and more of a “gentleman’s game’ • 
Yet scarcely a year goes by without 
some boxer being seriously injured 
or killed in the ring. 

A study by the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Company reveals that in 
the 10 years between 1945 and 1954 
no fewer than 19 pros and 14 ama¬ 
teurs died of boxing injuries—an 
average of more than 3 per year. 

When a boxer dies of injuries 
received in the ring, the accident 
receives widespread publicity. For 
example, the death of George Flores 
after his bout with Roger Donaghue 
a few years ago. Less sensational 
but even more significant, perhaps, 
is the great number of leather-push¬ 
ers who have been crippled or other¬ 
wise seriously injured for life as the 
result of the brutal beatings they 
have taken in the course of their 
ring careers. 

Harold R. Barnes—for 35 years 
a boxing judge who officiated at over 
6,000 bouts—including about 100 
championship fights—has compiled 
a horror list of what this “sport*” 
does to those who participate in it. 

The list cites 206 professionals— 
many -of them ex-champs—who are 
now totally or partially blind as the 
result of brutal punishment they 
absorbed. Another 150 are totally 
paralyzed. An additional 500 re¬ 
ceived such brain damage that they 
became insane and had to be con¬ 
fined to a mental hospital; commit¬ 
ted suicide or murder; turned into 
criminals or narcotic addicts. 

Boxing commissions in various 
states have taken a number of steps 
in an attempt to make the sport 
“safer”. 

In the past, several boxers were 
severely injured or killed when their 
head hit the hard canvas floor after 
a knockdown. Today the rules re¬ 
quire a two-inch resilient pad of 
foam plastic and celotex beneath the 
platform canvas to absorb skull im- 
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pact. Ring posts are placed outside 
the ropes, to further reduce the 
chances of injury. 

Fighters are supposed to get a 
thorough medical checkup before 
each bout, and those who chronically 
absorb a beating lose their licenses. 
The mandatory count of eight after 
a knockdown, the neutral corner 
rule and the technical knockout rul¬ 
ing after three knockdowns in any 
round, all represent efforts to cut 
down the incidence of serious injury 
in the ring. 

In spite of all such precautions 
and rules, however, boxers continue 
to get badly hurt and killed in the 
ring. Crooked managers and dirty 
fighters devise all kinds of dodges 
to get around the rules. Referees get 
careless, or wink at open violations 
of the rules. As popular sports col¬ 
umnist Dan Parker has observed: 

Death Hovers Over The Ring 

“There is a tendency to relax on 
boxing rules when there has been a 
spell without fatal accidents. Then 
comes the inevitable fruit of such 
carelessness, another fine young ath¬ 
lete is killed, and the rules are tight¬ 
ened up again. Death hovers over 
every sport arena in which there is 
tough body-to-body contact.” 

About three years ago Harold 
Barnes gave up his license as a box¬ 
ing official and formed a “Let’s 
Abolish Boxing Association”. His 
one-man crusade against legalized 
mayhem, in the name of sports, since 
has attracted the support of many 
clergymen, businessmen, preachers 


and other prominent citizens—in¬ 
cluding a number of sports writers. 

Barnes charges that boxing has 
fallen under the domination of 
gangster. 

“Filth, Scum And Gangsterism” 

“Boxing cannot be successful with¬ 
out filth, scum and gansterism,” he 
declares. “Ever since we have had 
boxing there has been scandal at¬ 
tached to it. The very nature of the 
spectacle attracts low society and 
those who want to make an easy 
buck without working for it, by let¬ 
ting someone else get their brains 
beaten out for it.” 

He says that TV boxing shows 
encourage gangsterism. “If it were 
not for the national televising of 
fights, there would be little money 
in the racket to attract the easy- 
buck guys,” he asserts. 

Yet the spectacle continues to at¬ 
tract millions of spectators each 
year. They flock to see one contest¬ 
ant batter another into unconscious¬ 
ness, roar at the sight of gore, 
scream for a “kill”. And then they 
are shocked when a fighter actually 
does get killed. 

Although fatalities in baseball, 
football and boxing receive the wid¬ 
est publicity, other popular sports 
have a high fatality rate. The death 
olis Speedway classic each year is 
olis Speedway classics each year is 
notorious. And horse racing brings 
serious injury or death to many 
jockeys each year. 

According to Sterling Young, sec¬ 
retary of the Jockey’s Guild, there

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were 43 deaths among the tough 
little men who ride thoroughbreds 
on tracks across the nation in the 
12-year period between 1945 and 
the first half of 1956. That is an 
average of nearly 4 deaths per year. 

Welfare Fund For Jockeys 

Many more are seriously injured 
or permanently crippled in spills on 
the race track. Each year Guild 
members contribute a day’s riding 
fees to a welfare fund which gives 
medical and financial aid to injured 
jockeys. Among those who have re¬ 
ceived aid in recent years: 

Richard J. Cavalier was seriously 
hurt in 1954 at the age of 19 when 
his horse fell ond rolled over him 
at Sportsman’s Park in Chicago. He 
is completely paralyzed from the 
chest down. 

Dewey Henshaw received a brain 
injury when thrown from his horse 
during a race at Gregham, Oregon, 
in 1954. Unconscious for weeks, he 
is permanently disabled now and 


will require lifelong assistance. 

Joseph Buteau was hurt when his 
mount stumbled on leaving the start¬ 
ing gate at Lincoln Downs (near 
Providence, R. I.) in 1955. As the 
result of a severe spine injury, he 
still is confined to a wheelchair. 

Samuel Vergara went down with 
his mount at Caliente in 1955. His 
spine was fractured, he too is con¬ 
fined to a wheelchair. 

Phil Sage was injured in 1958 in 
a freak accident during a workout 
at Charles Town (West Virginia) 
when three horses crashed and were 
killed. He is paralyzed from the 
waist down. 

15,000 Golf Injuries 

In fact there are few sports in this 
country where fractures, disloca¬ 
tions, cuts and contusions are un¬ 
common, and in which death does 
not result occasionally. 

Take such an innocuous game as 
golf, for example. About 15,000 in¬ 
juries from golf balls driven by 


“trigger-happy” players are report¬ 
ed each year. Only half of the in¬ 
jured are players; the rest are cad¬ 
dies, workmen, even passing motor¬ 
ists. 

An additional 500 golfers are 
killed each year—by lightning. To 
say nothing of those killed by 
heat prostration and heart attacks 
brought on by the strenuous exer¬ 
tion. 

Shrugging off the death toll, sports 
enthusiasts declare that the average 
individual is more likely to get 
killed driving the family car than 
in all the sports combined. And the 
statistics support this argument. 

However the point is that most— 
if not all—sports accidents are un¬ 
necessary and could be avoided. 
The enormous toll of injury and 
death taken by competitive sports in 
this country could be sharply re¬ 
duced, if not eliminated entirely. 

All that is required is that the 
authorities pay more attention to the 
life and health of athletes, and less 
attention to the commercial aspects 
of these sports. ■■ 
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The magazine commended him for 
an excellent job well done—and 
dumped the material he sent into 
the wastebasket.

Norma Jeane Baker went to live 
at the Los Angeles Orphans Home 
shortly after her ninth birthday. 
Marilyn describes the institution 
as a sort of snakepit where she had 
to scrub floors and toilets and per¬ 
form other dirty tasks. In return 
for all this drudgery, she says, she 
got five cents per month spending 
money. 

“The last few months I was at 
the orphanage I had my salary 
doubled,” she told one of her biog¬ 
raphers. “I was promoted to wash¬ 
ing dishes in the kitchen at 10 
cents a month. And over the sink 
of dirty dishes I used to dream that 
some day I’d become a famous 
movie star and have a good salary 
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and have a servant wash my 
dishes for me.” 

Impartial investigation discloses 
that the Los Angeles Orphan Home 
is a well-kept, privately-endowed 
institution superior in many re¬ 
spects to the average orphanage. 
The superintendant asserts that the 
only tasks assigned children there 
is to make their own beds and help 
set tables. At the time Norma Jeane 
lived there, young children received 
25 cents per week spending money, 
older ones 50 cents per week. 

Marilyn says she was “miserably 
unhappy” during the nearly two 
years she spent in this place. But 
her records there contain the follow¬ 
ing notation: “Behavior normal . . . 
bright, sunshiny . . . sleeps well, eats 
well . . . well behaved . . . partici¬ 
pates in all activities . . . coopera¬ 
tive.” 

“Starved For Love” 

When she was 11, authorities at 
the institution decided that Norma 
Jeane needed some family life. Mrs. 
Grace McKee Goddard, a friend of 
her mother, was appointed the 
child’s legal guardian. For three 
years she lived with Mrs. Goddard’s 
elderly aunt, Mrs. Anna Lower. 

These were the happiest years of 
her childhood, Marilyn says. “Mrs. 
Lower changed my whole life. She 


was kind and gentle, she gave me 
the love and affection for which I 
was so starved.” 

They Whistled—She Wiggled 

When Mrs. Lower (who was near¬ 
ly 70) became too ill to take care of 
Norma Jeane, the girl went to live 
with Mrs. Goddard and her husband 
in their relatively comfortable home 
in Van Nuys, another suburb of Los 
Angeles. She was well treated and 
quite happy there. 

At the age of 15 she had suddenly 
blossomed out. “Norma Jeane, the 
Human Bean”—as the kids used to 
call her—had developed into an 
attractive, precociously - developed 
sexy young woman who drew 
whistles of appreciation as she wig¬ 
gled her shapely hips through the 
corridors of Van Nuys High School. 
She was popular with the boys, had 
many dates. 

Her new-found happiness didn’t 
last long. At the end of her first 
year in high school the Goddards 
decided to move to West Virginia. 
For some unexplained reason, they 
couldn’t take Norma Jeane with 
them. She faced the unhappy pros¬ 
pect of returning to the orphan 
home or being placed in another 
foster home. 

There was one alternative: mar¬ 
riage. According to Marilyn, her

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Victim Of A Legend 


“Aunt Grace” Goddard arranged 
her marriage to Jim Dougherty, a 
good-looking 22-year-old young 
man who lived next door and work 
on the night shift at the Lockheed 
Aircraft Company in nearby Bur¬ 
bank. (This was a few months after 
Pearl Harbor.) 

Marriage Was Arranged 

“If you don’t marry her,” Mrs. 
Goddard allegedly told Dougherty, 
“Norma Jeane will have to go back 
to the orphanage when we move.” 

So a few days after her 16th 
birthday Norma Jeane Baker and 
James Dougherty were married. “It 
was never a happy marriage, and 
it was never meant to be,” says 
Marilyn sadly. She found keeping 
house on a slender budget and cook¬ 
ing three meals a day “a bore”. In 
fact, she says, she was so desperate¬ 
ly unhappy that a few months after 
her marriage she made an attempt 
—happily “not a very serious one” 
—at suicide. 

She lived with Dougherty less 
than a year. In 1943 he joined the 
wartime Merchant Marine and 
shipped out. A couple of years later, 
while serving in the Pacific, he re¬ 
ceived a letter from Norma Jeane’s 


lawyer announcing that she had 
filed suit for divorce. She got the 
decree in Reno, Nevada, in 1946. 

“Jim and I never got along, and 
divorce was inevitable,” Marilyn 
says. 

Dougherty—now a cop in Van 
Nuys,. and happily remarried—has 
a slightly different version. He says: 

“She was easy to get along with. 
She was very domestic, liked to 
cook and gossip with the neighbors. 
She loved kids but never wanted to 
have any. She was too scared of the 
pain. So scared, in fact, that once 
when she thought she was pregnant 
she went completely psycho.” 

When he was on the night-shift 
at Lockheed, she used to pack a 
lunch for him. Often, when he 
opened his lunch box, he would find 
a billet-doux which said: 

“Darling, as you eat this think 
of me at home asleep, dreaming of 
you. With love and kisses, your 
Norma Jeane.” 

Long Absence Caused Bustup 

He blamed the bust-up of their 
marriage on his long absence in 
the merchant marine during the 
war. And he observed, revealingly: 


“What she wanted out of marriage 
was not a husband, but a father!” 

The rest of the Marilyn Monroe 
story is pretty much a matter of 
record. She worked in a war plant 
for a while, then started the long 
uphill climb to Hollywood stardom 
via the cheesecake circuit—includ¬ 
ing posing in the nude for calendar 
art. 

$1,000,000 Per Year 

When she got her first contract 
at 20th Century-Fox her name was 
changed from Norma Jeane 
Dougherty to Marilyn Monroe— 
Marilyn as a tribute to Marilyn 
Miller, Monroe because it was her 
mother’s name. She went on from 
there to become one of the most 
successful and highest paid sexpots 
in history—a film star who now 
grosses more than a million dol¬ 
lars per year. 

According to MM’s biographers, 
her “sordid and unhappy” child¬ 
hood has left deep psychological 
wounds which have never healed. 
And that allegedly accounts for all 
the emotional disturbances of her 
adult life: 

Her unscrupulous trick of using 
anyone who can advance her ca¬ 
reer, then abruptly dumping them 
when they no longer are useful; 

Her irritating habit of showing 
up at least an hour and a half late 
for all appointments, even when it 
upsets a shooting schedule and 
doubles the cost of a production; 

Her notorious temper tantrums, 
outbursts and prima donna be¬ 
havior on the set which antagonize 
actors, directors and producers and 
makes her one of the most heartily 
disliked stars in Hollywood; 

Her numerous physical ailments 
and mental crackups; 


Marilyn has made up so many stories about her early life she no longer is 
sure where Norma Jeane Baker leaves off and the fabulous Monroe begins. 
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The failure of her marriages to 
Joe DiMaggio and Arthur Miller. 

The mere fact that her “sordid 
and unhappy” childhood is largely 
the product of her own imagina¬ 
tion doesn’t disprove this theory. 

For Marilyn herself is the chief 
victim of the legend that she has 
helped create. She believes it im¬ 
plicitly. She no longer can tell 
where the unwanted, unloved waif 
Norma Jeane Baker ends and the 
great international sex symbol 
Marilyn Monroe begins. 

And that’s why some of the best 
psychiatrists in this country have 
been unable to help her solve her 
emotional problems. ■■

VD. U.S. Navy figures, for example, 
show 31 cases of chancroid per 1,000 
men as compared with only 21 per 
1,000 for syphillis. 

This would seem to indicate at 
least 9 million cases of chancroid 
alone in this country today! 

It is believed that about half of 
that number in our population suf¬ 
fer from lymphopathia venereum. 
Dr. William Leifer, professor at the 
New York University College of 
Medicine, asserts that many—per¬ 
haps even a majority — of these 
cases are never reported. For this 
disease is most common in the 
slums where ignorance is wide¬ 
spread and medical facilities often 
not utilized. 

Only about 2,000 cases of granu¬ 
loma inguinale are reported each 
year in the entire nation. Yet inten¬ 
sive investigation by Georgia Pub¬ 
lic Health officials recently turned 
up 10,000 cases of this disease in 
the city of Augusta alone! Dr. Ro¬ 
bert B. Greenblatt, who headed a 
special research team of medics for 
the Georgia Health Department, ad¬ 
mitted that the infection is far more 
widespread than medical authori¬ 
ties have realized. 

Exactly what are the character¬ 
istics of these three “unknown dis¬ 
eases”? 

Destroys Large Areas Of Skin 

Chancroid is an acute infectious 
disease of the genital organs in¬ 
curred during sexual intercourse. It 
begins about 2 to 36 hours after in¬ 
fection with an inflamed swelling or 
pustule which soon breaks cjown to 
form a ragged ulcer. The ulcer (or 
chancre) is soft, and therefore can 
be easily distinguished from the 
syphilitic chancre, which is hard. 

Chanchroidal ulcers are always 
painful and bleed easily. They vary 
in size from a few millimeters to 
about two centimeters. Sometimes 
however they extend to gigantic 
proportions, and destroy large areas 
of the skin. 

In men, this chancre usually 
breaks out on the foreskin, cord and 
shaft of the sexual organ. In fe- 
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males it generally is located on the 
skin at the entrance to the sex or¬ 
gans. The sores may spread to the 
thighs, abdomen and backside. 

In about one-third of the cases 
nearby glands are involved. The 
“bubo” (swelling) is usually on 
one side of the groin, but may be 
bilateral. It starts as a painful, ten¬ 
der swelling about two weeks after 
infection. As the swelling increases, 
the skin over it reddens, thins and 
finally ruptures, leaving a pussy 
ulcer that slowly extends up and 
down the groin. If not treated, these 
ulcers may persist and drain for 
months. 

With proper treatment, chancroid 
is easily cured. The most effective 
drugs are the sulfas and other anti¬ 
biotics. Duration of the treatment 
varies from three to eight days. 
Within 24 hours the pain lessens, the 
ulcers begin to dry and heal. 

Chancroid does not kill its victim, 
even if left untreated. But it is ex¬ 
tremely unpleasant, and in severe 
cases crippling. Its sores are deeper 
than those of syphillis and much 
more painful. They may spread over 
the body and permanently destroy 
skin tissue. 

In the early days in England this 
disease was known as the “Win¬ 
chester goose” because it was com¬ 
monly found among the prostitutes 
of Winchester, and in advanced 
cases the victim had to walk “like 
a goose” to ease his pain. 

It is highly contagious. The Jour¬ 
nal of the California Medical Asso¬ 
ciation recently reported that 51 
doctors had been infected merely 
by examination of afflicted patients. 

Lymphopathia (also known as 
lymphogranuloma venereum) is 
perhaps the most serious of these 
“unknown diseases.” Its symptoms, 
according to a report by the Amer¬ 
ican Social Hygiene Association, are 
as follows: 

“In men, as in chancroid , there is 
a “bubo” on one or both sides of 
the groin. But unlike chancroid , the 
bubo of lymphopathia is painless 
and often so small that it is never 
discovered. 

“In women, the infection settles 
near the rectum or in the lymph 
gland of the pelvis. The swelling 
may block the rectum so completely 
that surgery is necessary to open it. 
The genitals too may swell, caus¬ 
ing a condition known as elephant¬ 
iasis, which may later become ulcer¬ 
ated and painful. Occasionally can¬ 
cer develops on the site of these 
chronic sores.” 

Only a few days may elapse be¬ 
tween sexual contact and the ap¬ 
pearance of the first stage of the 


disease, a small blister which soon 
bursts and leaves a shallow gray¬ 
ish ulcer with clear-cut edges. The 
ulcer is not hard. It usually is 
painless and heals rapidly, without 
leaving a scar. These quickly-heal¬ 
ing ulcers appear on the head and 
foreskin of the male sex organ, on 
the interior of the female sex or¬ 
gans. As noted, they may also ex¬ 
tend to the rectum. 

Chills And Fever 

The second stage, enlargement of 
the nearby glands, usually takes 
place 7 to 14 days later. Pain in the 
groin, followed by a noticeable en¬ 
largement of the lymph glands, may 
be the only symptoms. The “bubos” 
soon form a large, single, tender, in¬ 
flamed mass which usually breaks 
down and gives off pus. 

This stage is usually accompa¬ 
nied by chills, sweat, fever, loss of 
weight, nausea, vomiting, headache, 
stiffness of the neck and chronchitis. 

The third stage is elephantiasis, 
an acute swelling of the sex organs. 

If left untreated, the disease may 
lead to a breakdown of tissue be¬ 
tween the rectum and female sex 
organs, thus promoting bacterial in¬ 
fection of the whole system. This 
may lead to total exhaustion, and 
death. 

Although the use of sulfa and 
other “miracle drugs” has improved 
chances of a cure, treatment is not 
successful in all cases. Sometimes it 
is impossible to bring about a cure. 
Advanced cases may require exten¬ 
sive surgical and plastic repairs. 

Although it is rare, patients some¬ 
times do die of lypmphopathia, if 
the disease progresses far enough. 

Not Contageous 

The third of the “known” ven¬ 
ereal diseases, granuloma inguinale, m 
is the most mysterious of all. In 
fact, it may not be a true VD, It is 
classed as one because it produces 
typical venereal sores on the gen¬ 
itals. However there is no proof 
that it is spread through sexual in¬ 
tercourse. In fact case histories in¬ 
dicate that an infected individual 
rarely infects a healthy bed-part¬ 
ner, even when the sores are open. 

Granuloma inguinale is wide¬ 
spread in tropical and subtropical 
climates. In the United States it is 
most found in the Southern states. 

The disease starts as a small, red 
painful swelling or nodule, usually 
on the surface of the sex organs. It 
may also appear on the groin, rec¬ 
tum, face and neck. These nodules 
increase in size, break down and 











spread, Unlike lymphopathia, how¬ 
ever, the lymph gland§ are not in¬ 
volved. 

The spread of the disease is slow 
and relentless, there is no tendency 
to spontaneous healing. As healthy 
tissue is destroyed it is replaced by 
red, moist, oozing and evil-smell¬ 
ing granulation tissue which crum¬ 
bles and bleeds. In the process, the 
genital organs are gradually de¬ 
stroyed. 

Complete cure can be obtained in 
practically all cases by means of 
such medication as drugs of the 
mycin group. Within 48 hours after 
the start of treatment the pain sub¬ 
sides, the lesions dry, healthy tis¬ 
sue begins to form. In one to two 
weeks complete healing with scar 
formation takes place. 

What makes granuloma inguinale 
so dangerous is the difficulty of diag¬ 
nosis. It may be confused with other 
diseases. A recent issue of the Jour¬ 
nal of the American Medical Asso¬ 
ciation reported the following case: 


Cureable In Early Stages 

A young woman, reported near 
death from cancer of the uterus, was 
admitted to a hospital. Having diag¬ 
nosed cancer, her doctor had stood 
by helplessly as the disease spread 
and destroyed her uterus, nearby 
organs, even some of the bone in 
her legs and arms. 

But thorough examination and 
tests at the hospital disclosed that 
the patient was not suffering from 
cancer, but from granuloma in¬ 
guinale! The patient was cured, 
patched up and sent home, 

The tragic part of this case is the 
fact that had the correct diagnosis 
been made in time, the victim could 
have been completely cured without 
the loss of irreplaceable bone, and 
without the ne£d for extensive sur¬ 
gery to keep her alive! 

All three of the “unknown” ven¬ 
ereal diseases are easily cureable in 
their early stages; all but lympho¬ 
pathia can be cured even in the lat¬ 
ter stages, However medical author¬ 
ities unanimously agree that the 
best cure for these three diseases— 
as for their better-known compan¬ 
ions, syphillis and gonorrhea—is 
prevention. 

In other words, be “good”. And 
if you can’t be “good”, be careful. 

But if you have been careless 
and get VD run—do not walk—to 
the nearest doctor or clinic for 
treatment. 

You’ll not only save pain and 
trouble, you may save your life.

was, for most of their eighteen 
years. As one associate pointed out, 
“How can they say it was because 
George’s career was slipping and he 
couldn’t take second billing? His ca¬ 
reer is just where it’s always been 
—solid and successful and unspec¬ 
tacular.” 

But failure has touched Dinah 
Shore for the first time since, as she 
said, “I bombed as a movie star.” 
Then she goes on to “explain” her 
failure by saying, “In each film I 
was given parts in which my father 
ran an unsavory joint while I was 
an ingenue daughter, so innocent I 
scarcely knew there was a differ¬ 
ence between men and women. I 
never got any further, script-wise, 
than my first picture, ‘Belle of the 
Yukon’.” 

Not Particularly Photogenic 

Dinah had hoped to get the part 
of Julie in “Show Boat” and said, 
loyally, “Of course, there couldn’t 
have been a more perfect Julie.” 
When the interviewer paused to 
point out, in astonishment, that, 
“You and Ave Gardner aren’t at all 
the same type,” the Dinah temper 
flashed back with, “I know. We don’t 
look alike—unfortunately—” so the 
poor, embarrassed interviewer had 
to say lamely, “I didn’t mean that 
—I mean—you can sing.” 

Dinah Shore will admit that she 
is not “particularly photogenic” but 
she will not admit that, as a result, 
she has to accept second billing any¬ 
where, and, indeed, since the time 
she broadcast her own radio show, 
“Dinah Shore in Person,” had sung 
on Eddie Cantor’s Time to Smile 
radio show and had appeared at the 
Hollywood opening of the Stage 
Door Canteen, there have been no 
major setbacks in her glittering 
career. She bombed in movies but 
soared to the top in TV, where much 
of her success can be explained that 
she’s not a woman other women dis¬ 
like. “She doesn’t seem to have a 
bitchy bone in her body,” as Pete 
Martin remarked of her in his Post 
series on the star. 

That’s Dinah success cue, and her 
failure cue, and this is usually so. 


The very personality trait that en¬ 
ables a star to hit the jackpot will 
very often trip him up and send him 
skidding to the bottom. Because 
Dinah hides her emotions and, so 
far, has hidden them well. She has 
a volcanic temper when she lets go 
but is mostly a “loner” who keeps 
her troubles to herself. She says it’s 
because, “I don’t believe in upsetting 
other people by telling them un¬ 
happy things they can’t do anything 
about,” but more than that it’s be¬ 
cause Dinah Shore has an image of 
herself and she has been fantasti¬ 
cally true to that image. It is an 
image that reveals a nice, gay, gen¬ 
erous, attractive girl who wouldn’t 
hurt a fly. She seems to be all the 
“do gooders” rolled into one. She 
kept up the facade of a happy mar¬ 
riage by sheer force of will power. 
How could any husband come out 
and say, “I can’t stand this forceful, 
domineering, driving woman who 
never quarrels publicly, doesn’t 
drink or smoke, is a wonderful 
mother, has a name untouched by 
scandal.” It is well known that the 
“good” woman is the hardest to hit 
back at, and many a man, married 
to a shrew, has had to go along for 
years hearing his friends tell him 
what a wonderful wife he has. 

George Montgomery is not with¬ 
out blame in the breakup, but actu¬ 
ally, it is a career break-up in that 
it has been the blow to Dinah of 
her own career stumbling that has 
caused her to strike out, to lash 
back, to swing the spotlight away 
from her own temporary failure 
and put it onto the failure of their 
marriage. Anyone can understand 
a wife who is hurt by her husband’s 
attention to another woman, and 
their divorce will be rich in its re¬ 
wards of publicity and equally rich 
in its portrayal of Dinah Shore bear¬ 
ing up nobly and quietly in the face 
of the double misfortune which hit 
both career and marriage at the 
same time. 


Dinah Got Finer 

Dinah’s father didn’t think her 
equipped to handle the men, and the 
problems that would come her way, 
either, when she came to New York 
from Nashville, Tennessee. 

“When I left Nashville, Daddy 
warned me, ‘There are a hundred 
singers for every job you’re after.’ 
He didn’t want me to break my 
heart. But after the usual weeks of 
pavement pounding and bell ring¬ 
ing, which her well-to-do father 
financed, she got an audition on New 
York’s WNEW, and when she was 






























done, Martin Block, who couldn’t re¬ 
member her name—which was then 
Fanny Hose Shore—kept calling her 
“That Dinah girl.” After a while 
they dropped the “that” and “girl” 
and Frances Shore had a new name. 
Then the musicians’ magazines, such 
as Metronome and “Down Beat” 
went for her, christened her, “Le 
Jazz Hot,” and got her her first big 
break with Ben Bernie’s radio show. 
Then when George Washington Hill, 
owner of merican Tobacco Com¬ 
pany, happened to hear her singing 
on his program one night, and 
screamed, “Get her off of there!” 
people practically fell ovr them¬ 
selves in their eagerness to fire her. 

When He Says Grow—They Grow 

But Dinah Shore had a direct, 
simple singing style that was in 
sharp contrast to the women singers 
of that day, who belted them out so 
hard they came back at them from 
the opposite wall. And she wouldn’t 
change it. She knew what she want¬ 
ed, always, did Dinah. And to keep 
her marriage, which was important 
to her because George Montgomery 
did put her interests ahead of his 
Dinah compromised by posing with 
him in public, hugging him hard 
and praising, when she was not 
praising his ability as a carpenter, 
his other genius: a green thumb. 
Asked how she managed to raise 
the rare fruit-bearing banana trees 
that help decorate their estate, Di¬ 
nah said, “If George says, ‘Grow’ 
they wouldn’t dare not to grow.” 

Far from wondering at the final 
break-up, one wonders what kept 
this marriage going for eighteen 
years. Probably it was one of those, 
“I can take it if you can,” deals in 
which each partner received many 
rewards. George’s picture making, 
Dinah’s personal appearances, often 
kept them apart weeks or months at 
a time to relieve some of the pres¬ 
sure. When I interviewed her in 
New York a couple of years ago, 
after she had returned from a tri¬ 
umphant tour of entertaining troops 
in Europe, George was in the room 
acting his usual quiet, loving, a 
ways glad-to-help-dear, role. He had 
flown to New York with the chil¬ 
dren, and unless one happened to be 
particularly tuned to such things, 
one might have thought them as 
happy as they pretended to be. But 
the feeling of strain, of tension was 
there. One could not help but realize 
that, once the visitor had gone and 
the door was firmly closed behind 
him, fireworks would erupt.

Karim ignored them all, stuck 
close to his studies, seldom indulged 
in dates. According to his closest 
friend at Harvard, John Fell Ste¬ 
venson—son of Adlai—he was “not 
unusually” interested in women. 

“All that really matters to me is 
my work,” he told reporters.
